SUBJECT* Progress in Developing Survey Group Conclusions t Discussion 
with Mr. Dulles 


1. In discus a ion with Mr. Dulles, it was agreed that we should 
attempt as soon as possible to agree vq>on the major questions which 
the Survey Group will have to answer and attempt tentatively to 
develop our conclusions so that we can keep these in mind and readjust 
them as we write up our final report.
